day.-There is no portion of the globe where men 
do not tremble for the future of the race as 
they scan the portents that arise on every side. 


New barbarities of war bring agonizing death 
to innocents, to women and children who cower 
in homes that should be safe but which, as 
death rides the skies, no longer hold security. 


Strange new concepts of government rise to 
power and lovers of liberty see the cause of 
individual dignity set back for decades. Man 
becomes again, in many countries, but a pawn 
of the state and human beings live in virtual 
bondage to the will of power-drunk dictators. 


Even in the lands of democracy, industrial 
warfare blazes sporadically forth, arraying class 
against class and setting fires of hatred that 
are capable of future holocaust. 

Business itself struggles through recurring 
depressions, as it seeks readjustment to a new 
social order and new conditions of industry and 
of life. 

There comes blind, unreasoning attack on 
that indefinite bugaboo, “big business,’ and all 
suffer as the critics fail to realize that busi- 
ness is the foundation of prosperity, that on 
business enterprise the nations of the modern 
world have built their modern glories and that 
what injures business injures every man, wom- 
an or child in a society whose chief concern 
is business. 

Yes, despite all these origins of pessimism, 
there is one bright gleam of hope. If man- 
_kind as a whole could but open its eyes to that 
gleam and accept the promise on which it sheds 
its light, the solution of all our troubles would 
be found. 

Nearly two thousand years ago the key to 
peace and plenty, to happiness and content, to 
human escape from all the bondage of pain and 
suffering and sorrow and despair, was given to 
the world. That key is found in the words of 
Paul to the Corinthians: 

“ .. but the greatest of these is Charity.” 

In some versions of the Bible, the word 
“Love” is used instead of “Charity.” In the 
final analysis, however, both words mean kind- 
liness, the kindliness of man to man. 

Kindliness is the antithesis of cruelty. It is 
the bright light of world hope, shining through 
the darkness of cruelty of man. It is the beacon 
that signals the way, the finger that points to 
the only true solution of the sorrows of a world. 

When kindliness shall be the moving spirit 
in the heart of every man, the era of world 
peace will have arrived. When kindliness moti- 
vates each action in human contact, the new 
heavens shall have descemded upon the earth 
and man shall have assumed his destined 
status, co-equal with the angels, standing upon 
the right hand of the Throne of God. 

There will be no more war, no more jeal- 
ousy, no more poverty, no more class hatred. 
Crime will be forgotten and prisons nothing 
but ruins of a dark age long past. 

There is only one road to world-wide peace 
and content. It is a long and slow road, for it 
is the road of education of the heart and of 
the soul. Each individual of every nation and 
every race must learn kindliness to all and 
generous sharing of those things of life which 
are good. In every heart must be the realiza- 
tion, translated into everyday practice, that 
“the greatest of these is Charity.” 

This truth is so compelling, it so clearly in- 
dicates the only cure for earthly ills, that it is 
well for all of us, whatever our beliefs or duties 
or roles in life, to pause and think again upon 
tnat ancient revelation. We should take a 
great stride forward if all of us, now and then, 
paused in the routine of daily life, in business 


and in labor and in home, and said to ourselves . 


with fullest understanding: 
“Forgive us our trespasses as we forgive 


those who trespass against us. Amen:”

A FAMILY RECLAIMED 


There is heartening portent for the future 
of the south in the story of Farmer J°R. Hen- 
derson and his family. It reveals that, given 
a minimum of assistance, the sharecropper of 
today can be the independent farmer and land- 
owner of tomorrow. 

Three years ago the Hendersons were on 
relief. He had been a sharecropper. “farming 
on halves.” He had reached the end of the 
downgrade; in his own words, he and his family 
were “down at the end of the row, about ready 
to turn off to nowhere.” Then, the Federal 
Farm Security Administration stepped in to give 
him a lift. Not to provide everything, but to 
lend him money, put him on his feet, economi- 
cally, and point the way for the future. His 
net worth was estimated at $130. Today he 
is worth an estimated $859.50. 


But even greater than this is the proud, 
manly assertion of this 39-year-old Georgian, 
standing four-square on the rich loam of his 
farm near Alpharetta, that he now can “see the 
light,’’ and that “if my loan had to be paid 
up tomorrow, my two mules would pay for it 
and more.” In three years this family has bor- 
rowed $1,474.50, of which they have already paid 
back $1,086.61. 


Their children, who three years ago could 
not attend school because they did not have 
fla clothes, today are part of a growing 
nucleus in which rests the future of the south, 
a proud, happy, aristocracy of the soil. They 
have joined 4-H clubs, have won prizes for their 
proficiency. They are healthier, happier and 
will be well educated. They are learning, with 
their parents, that a farm can be made to pay 
dividends through a balanced program, in 
which provision for living at home is a major 
item. 


Although Farmer Henderson now rents his 
farm, there is little doubt that some day he 
will own his own property. He has demon- 
strated a native intelligence and ingenuity, as 
have a great percentage uf the 11,000 others 
Similarly aided, which needed but a lift from 
the slough of despond. 


The determination of this family is illus- 
trated in the shy statement of Mrs. Henderson 
in recapitulating the outgo of $4.20 in cash 
taken in during February. Of this $3.80 went 
for the necessities of life. Forty cents “we just 
sort of threw away.” Of that Johnnie, her 
three-year-old son, got a nickel for marbles. 


A nickel invested in happiness for a child out 


of $4.20 a month. And how many persons will 
“just sort of throw away’’ 40 cents in a day? 


Their accomplishments have been made 
through three years of “hard work and no fool- 
ishness.” Although they did not say so, much 
of that “no foolishness” resulted from the 
change in their diet from a privation ration to 
that reflected in their well-stocked shelves and 
in the garden of turnip greens, cabbage, beans, 
beets, onions and tomatoes; in the two pigs 
recently purchased; in the 400 pounds of ham 
and side meat and two barrels of dried peas in 
the storehouses and the hill of turnips across 
the road. They have learned to live at home, 
to provide a healthy future for themselves, 
their children and their posterity, | 


JUST LIKE A WOMAN 


Students at the University of Georgia who 
are majoring in home economics have found 
that the so-called routine of their studies ac- 
tually has enabled them to whistle at the 
usually foreboding specter of the family 
budget. 


They have succeeded, 22 of them, in work- 
ing out a co-operative home plan under which 
they have reduced living expenses to less than 
$15 a month each. These include food, rent, 
lights, water, gas and heat. 


It is an encouraging commentary on the 
intelligence of the modern American girl stu- 
dent that she so readily can grasp the funda- 
mentals of home making. And, after all, why 
not? 

Students at Athens probably are only getting 
back into the footsteps of their grandmothers, 
who knew about cooking and baking and other 
housework almost from the moment they 
learned to recite their prayers. 


There are those who will say that the 


modern American girl has stepped a long way 
from grandma’s footprints, but most of us 
prefer to believe, if we do not actually know, 
that she is just the same sort of creature as 
the little old ladies used to be. ° 

America is a country of pioneers, and the 
spirit that moved men and women to clear the 
forests, till the soil and rear worthy families 
still is unquenchable. The mothers of future 
generations, as the mothers of past generations, 
will be women who can adapt themselves to 
circumstances and provide ever greater com- 
forts for their men. 

It’s the way of women.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

LEFT-WING MOVE WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A delicate ef- 

fort is being made to tempt Senator Bur- 

ton K. Wheeler, of Montana, back into the administration fold. For 

the past month, the baits of pap, patronage and flattery have been 

quietly but insistently dangled before the able leader of the court 
fight opposition. 

From the moment of his first attack on the President’s court 


bill, Senator Wheeler has been in the strictest New Deal Coventry. 


Probably no other outstanding Democrat has been so heartily de- 
tested at the White House. And the feeling of the White House 
has found expression in the usual fashion—by a firm starvation 
treatment for the senator in such matters as projects for his state, 
jobs for his constituents and personal recognition. 


Now all that is changed. An early sign, reported here, was the 
warmly friendly invitation to-the senator, to sit with Assistant At- 
torney General Robert H. Jackson and Benjamin V. Cohen at the 
counsel table during argument of the Electric Bond & Share case in 
the supreme court. 

The politeness might have been meaningless, however, since 
Senator Wheeler, as chief sponsor of the holding company act, has 
an obvious right to the honor. The real baits dangled before the 
senator have been more tangible. 


POLITICAL EARTHWORMS 2p, patronage and projects are 


the juicy worms and plump hell- 
gramites to bait hooks for politicians. Lately, these have been com- 
ing Senator Wheeler’s way with a surprising frequency. 


For example, the Works Progress Administration, the Public 
Works Administration, and other pap sources have a system of tele- 
phoning congressional New Dealers the news of allocations in their 
districts before publicly announcing them. Thus, the senator or 
representative is able to wire the glorious word to his home news- 
papers, and take credit to himself as the giver~of all good things. 

From the instant of his first court bill opposition, Senator 
Wheeler has been denied the privilege of the tip-off telephone call. 
His colleague and enemy, Senator James E. Murray, has been allow- 
ed to appear as the pap-bringer. And when the President was in 
Montana last summer, he ‘took care to dramatize the situation by 
mentioning Murray as the real sponsor of all the great public 
works in the state. 


BEAUTIFUL CHANGE But now everything k different for 
Senator Wheeler. This last month, the 


WPA increased its enrollment in the Butte district by 1,000. David 
Niles, officially a WPA assistant administrator, but actually an 
under-cover man fer the White House left-wing advisers, hastened 
to warn the senater of the additional cash for Montana before 
Murray was told of it. Word of other pap has also come to him 
first. . 

In the matter of patronage, Senator Wheeler’s suggestions have 
been promptly complied with. Although jobs are scarce now, he 
had only to drop a hint to the state WPA to get a good place for a 
needy supporter. And this in spite of the fact that, when jobs were 
being passed out before, Senator Murray or Representative Jerry J. 
O’Connell, another bitter Wheeler enemy, invariably got them. 

Most astonishing of all, the members of the White House circle 
arranging the New York dinner for Assistant Attorney General 
Jackson persistently endeavored to get Senator Wheeler to attend it. 
He was ill, and could not accept, but the telephone calls kept up all 
week. 

These may seem small things, but they are of the very tissue of 
politics. By such things as these, the quotations of a man’s stock 
on the political exchange are always determined. 


MEANING OF IT ALL It’s undeniable that the effort to tempt 


Senator Wheeler back into the fold is 
in progress. The meaning of the effort is a more doubtful matter. 
The likelihood is that the effort originates not with the President, 


but with the group of his advisers represented by the men at the’ 


Electric Bond & Share counsel table, Messrs. Cohen and Jackson. 

With this shrewd and brilliant group of White House counselors, 
Senator Wheeler is in agreement on two significant points. He 
favors a drastic policy of railroad reorganization, and he is a leading 
anti-monopolist. However, he might have a much larger importance 
for them. 

Within the Democratic party, the lines are now being clearly 
drawn between such New Dealers as Mr. Jackson and more ortho- 
dox, less idealistic politicians. Senator Wheeler has great standing 
in the country. His court fight leadership has put him in a strategic 
position to move either left or right. The left-wingers would be less 
than realistic if they failed to try to bring such a man into their 


camp. 


Taking everything together, it seems probable that the left- 
wingers, who are adept at such arts, have undertaken Senator 
Wheeler’s conversion on their own hook, with the hope of bringing

It is perfectly true that Scandi- 
navia, and notably Sweden and 
Denmark, have made superior 
progress in social legislation. They 
have, as one American, who had 
visited here and studied 
plans, told me_ before leaving 
America, “removed the _ three 
thorns from the heart of the aver- 
age man.” They had provided for 


education of all children regardless | 


of the financial status of the par- 
ents: they had provided hospital- 
ization for all. Even if one wishes 
a private room at a hospital with 
the best doctors, the charge is not 
more than $15 and $18 per week. 
That charge includes everything. 
‘And the best doctors and the best 
hospitalization may be had for as 
little as 50 cents per day. This 
includes nurses, food and all care.

By Old War Comrades in Atlanta 


Lieutenant Colonel Marietta Receives “Prayers and Good 
Wishes” in Wire From Joel C. Harris Jr. on Behalf 
of ‘Emory Unit’? Associates. 


By LUKE GREENE. 

Lieutenant Colonel S. U. Ma- 
rietta, physician to General John 
J. Pershing, received the “prayers 
and good wishes” of his Atlanta 
World War comrades yesterday as 
he fought desperately to save the 
life of the famous World War com- 
mander. 

During the turbulent days of 
1918, Colonel Marietta was com- 
manding officer of a group of At- 


lanta doctors and nurses in base 
hospital No. 43, commonly known 
as the Emory unit, and while the 
eyes of the nation were focused 
yesterday on the desert sana- 
torium near Tucson, Ariz., where 
General Pershing is critically ill, 


Joel Chandler Harris Jr., a sup- 
ply officer under Colonel Marietta, 
sent the following telegram: 

“I express the sentiment of the 
officers, nurses and enlisted per- 
sonnel of your old A. E. F. outfit, 
base hospital 43, when I say that 
you have our prayers and good 
wishes in your attendance on our 
leader, General Jack Pershing. 
Please accept affectionate regards 
from a former sergeant—Joel 
Chandler Harris Jr.” 

Atlanta physicians and officers 
who were associated with Colonel 
Marietta in the Emory unit re- 
member him as an “outstanding 
and efficient officer.” 

The Emory unit held the record 
for the lowest mortality rate in 
the A. E, F. From the time Colo- 
nel Marietta took command on 


April 2, 1918, until he was re- 
lieved on January 31, 1919, ap- 
proximately 10,000 wounded OF | 
sick patients were treated in the | 
hospital, and out of that number 
only 100 died.

Ginty, of Calhoun, “acted volun- 
tarily and without official appoint- 
ment and authority.” 

Says Group Authorized. 

Vice President McGinty, how- 
ever, issued a stateemnt yesterday 
asserting the committee was au- 
thorized by the association’s board 
of managers, and added he was 
“much surprised” to see the state- 
ment of Moore. 

Fleetwood, in a similar state- 
ment, said: 

“Mr. McGinty’s version is cor- 
rect. 

“The report scoring Murdaugh 
was submitted to Mr. Moore be- 
fore it was submitted at the Ath- 
ens meeting, and he agreed at that 
time it was O. K. He said, ‘T’ll 
recognize you to present it after 
the reorganization matter is dis- 
posed of.’ :

The 
scientist then was elected chair- 
man of the board and executive 
director of the foundation. A reso- 
lution was adopted thanking the 
Governor and the general assem- 
bly for legislation setting up the 
foundation. 

Its first gift aside from the pres- 


ent -laboratory properties, valued 
at $140,000, was a $10 check from 
Dr. Herty’s son, Frank B. Herty, 
of New York. The Savannah Bank 
& Trust Company was named de- 
pository for foundation funds. 

Governor Rivers read the re- 
cently-enacted bill setting up the 
foundation. It provided for the 
body to accept gifts and appropria- 
tions as well as contributions, such 
as equipment and supplies, for the 
experimental laboratory. Previ- 
ously an appropriation of $20,000 
was approved by the legislature 
for carrying on Dr. Herty’s ex- 
periments. 


Dr. Herty had been receiving 
financial assistance from the 
Chemical Foundation, Inc., but the 
death of its president cut off these 
funds.

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Constructive Industrial News 
Held Needed for Rally in Stocks 


Recent Relapes Is Not Nec- 
essarily Significant of 
Renewed Decline.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—-What the 


stock market needs, if the Febru- 
ary rally is to continue into March 
or even if the ground gained is to 
be held, is some constructive news 
on either the industrial or politi- 
cal front. So far, it has not been 
forthcoming. 

Last week, the interpretation 
put upon the new line-up in Eu- 
rope—that the threat of war had 
been postponed indefinitely—was 
the stimulant to a moderate rise 
here and in London. That situa- 
tion, however, is still too involved 
to warrant any great degree of 
optimism, and, meanwhile, the 
business indexes reflecting domes- 
tic conditions continue to decline. 
Steel operations this week, for in- 
stance, are estimated officially at 
29.3 per cent of capacity, off over 
a point from last week. 


Developments in Washington. 

As to political developments, the 
Washington dispatches and the lo- 
cal comment thereon relate almost 
exclusively to the prospect of ad- 
ditional restrictions on business 
instead of concrete measures for 
encouraging it. Delay in the hand- 
ing down of the decision on rail- 
way rate increases also makes a 
bad impression, although one can 
hardly credit the Washington 
story that it is due to resentment 
on the part of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to what it takes 
to be an effort of the President to 
bring pressure to bear. 


The relapse in the market Mon- 
day was not necessarily signifi- 
cant of a renewed decline. It had 
registered a substantial rise for 
almost three weeks and some re- 
adjustment would be according to 
precedent. Moreover, volunte fell 
off decidedly on the decline. A 
strong feature is the cash basis on 
which so large a part of the opera- 
tions. is being conducted. There is 
no credit strain, no, over-specula- 
tion in securities and no compari- 
son with conditions prevailing in 
other bear markets. 


The 1937 pamphlet report of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company, published today, shows 
net income applicable to the stock 
of $9.76 per share as compared 
with $9.89 a share a year ago. This 
is as had been forecast.

Between now and midnight, 
March 15, approximately 55,000 
income tax returns—made in du- 
plicate—will find their way to the 
office of the Georgia collector of 
internal revenue at the old Post 
Office building, it was estimated 
yesterday. 

Employes of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau here said nearly 15,- 
000 returns already had been filed. 

Marion H. Allen, collector of in- 
ternal revenue for Georgia, urged 
all taxpayers to file their returns 
immediately to avoid the deadline 
rush, 

Ready to Serve. 

“We have men ready to serve 
taxpayers, and aid them in mak- 
ing their returns, stationed at all 
internal revenue offices in the 
state and are sending field repre- 
sentatives to many cities and 
towns” Allen said. “We would like 
to impress upon the taxpayers that 
if they wait until the last minute, 
we will not be able to give them 
as complete and as satisfactory 
service as can be given now.

Internal Revenue Bureau Has Men Ready To Help Fill 
Out Income Tax Returns—Use Installment 
Plan If You Wish. 


by single persons having net in- 
comes of $1,000 or more and mar- 
ried persons having net ineomes of 
$2,500 or more, Allen explained. 
These returns are necessary re- 
gardless of whether they show a 
tax payment must be made. 

The first step is to determine the 
gross income. The tax return blank 
has spaces for listing such items as 
salaries, fees, dividends and busi- 
ness profits, interest and other 
forms of income. Items exempt 
from this listing include salaries 
from state or other non-federal 
governmental agencies, certain 
payments on matured insurance 
policies, gifts, federal veterans 
pensions and interest on govern- 
ment securities. 


Net Income. 

Net income is then found by 
taking deductions which ‘are al- 
lowed for contributions to chari- 
table or educational organizations, 
interest paid on debts, taxes paid, 
cancelled bad debts, uninsured 
losses from fire and similar disas- 
ters, and business expenses. 

Social security taxes cannot be 
deducted by employes but can by 
Among deductible 
business expenses are office rent 
and transportation. If an auto is 
used for both business and pleas- 
ure purposes, only a proportionate 
share of the car’s cost of operation 
may be claimed as a business ex- 
pense. 


After the “net income” is de- 


termined, a personal credit is de-|' 


ductible. For a single person this is 
$1,000 and for married persons or 
heads of families, $2,500. An addi- 
tional credit of $400 may be taken 
for each dependent under 18 years 
of age or incapable physically or 
mentally of supporting himself. 


“Earned Income.” 

To determine amount upon 
which the “normal” income tax of 
4 per cent must be paid, the net 
income is reduced by 10 per cent. 
This is called an “earned income” 
credit. 

Persons whose net income is 
more than $4,000 have to pay an 
additional’ surtax, which ranges 
from 4 per cent on that portion of 
net income between $4,000 and 
$6,000 to 75 per cent on any por- 
tion above $5,000,000. 

Then the last step is paying the 
tax. Well, if you can’t pay it in 
full by March 15, Uncle Samuel 
will let you pay on the installment 
plan—payments being due quar- 
terly beginning March 15,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(P)— 
_Germany has. ordered its citizens 
in America to refrain from joining 
the American Nazi organizations, 
the German embassy said today. 

This was described semi-official- 
ly as a move to keep German citi- 
zens from taking any part in 
American politics. 

German Ambassador Hans 
Dieckhoff called on Secretary of 
State Hull and told him the Ger- 
man government had issued the 
following statement: 

“On acocunt of numerous in- 
‘quiries being received from Ger- 
‘man citizens living in the United 
States, the German government re- 
iterates that German citizens must 
not belong to the Amerika- 
Deutsche Volksbund or to possible 
substitute organizations of that 
kind. German citizens who in 
ignorance of this standing order 
have become members of the 
Amerika-Deutsche Volksbund or 
the so-called Prospective Citizens’ 
League must resign from these or- 
ganizations at once.” 

Official German sources _ said 
this order would apply to nearly 
500,000 German citizens living in 
the United: States.

PREVENTIO*’ AND TREAT- 
MENT OF SCARS. 


Scientitic first aid as well as 
subsequent treatment of cuts, 
burns and other injuries or 
wounds is the best way to prevent 
scarring or excessive or mutilating 
scar formation. Cuts about the 
face should have the most skilful 
surgical treatment available, im- 
‘mediately after the accident, for 
'much depends upon the character 
'of the first aid rendered and the 
‘manner in which the wound is 
'stitched if stitches are necessary 
and dressed in the first few hours. 
Too often the counsel or service of 
the qualified plastic or sculptural 
jeargeon is sought only after the 
lapse of days or weeks.

‘remedies to wounds or burns, 
|without medical approval, be-

Then adg, drop by drop, with con- 
stant stirring, enough Ichthyol to 
give the paint a tint to match the 
normal skin. Usually from 10 to 
60 drops of ichthyol will be suf- 
ficient. 

Label the preparation “Cosmetic 
Paint” and use it to conceal white 
spots or any other blermishes that 
are unsizhtly. The paint washes 
off easily, and of course must be 
reapplied as often as needed.

THE ART OF ORIENTAL RUGS. 


If you find a swastika in your 
Oriental rug, don’t get excited. 


If you find a swastika in your 
oriental rug, don’t get excited. For 
it’s not Nazi propaganda at all— 
only one of the favorite motifs 
of oriental rug weavers through 
many a century. No one knows 
when it first turned up in the 
dim reaches of antiquity, but it 
has permeated every civilization, 
every country. Some scholars call 
it the first conscious design of 
man. That is, almost anyone might 
have hit upon a circle or a square 
or an oval quite by accident. But 
it took conscious planning to cre- 
ate the crossed arms of the swas- 
tika. 

The Evil Eye. 

And don’t worry about the ir- 
regularities of the design of most 
every oriental rug for they are 
not careless accidents. They’re 
there on purpose; usually to avert 
the evil eye! For every design in 
an oriental rug has a symbolic 
meaning, and their study can oc- 
cupy a lifetime of fascinating re- 
search. . 

Even the materials of which 
oriental rugs are made have a ro- 
mantic lore clinging about them. 
The rug countries, reaching far 
north of the Ruddian border and 
from the Mediterranean to the 
Great Wall of China, are peculi- 
arly suited to the arts of their 
people. For the fine grazing lands 
here are the main reason for their 
being known as the “rug” coun- 
tries. The lands provide just the 
right grasses and roots to make 
sheep and goats produce just the 
right wool for rugs.

Brown declared the new act’s 
purpose is to get a fair share of 
the national income for agricul- 
ture. He urged Georgia farmers to 
make every effort to vote in the 
March 12 referendum on whether 
marketing quotas shall be applied 
to cotton and tobacco.
